The main thing is to take good 
care of your stock, and then there 
will be no cause to inquire what is 


the best medicine for them. 


Wheu animals are first put up to 
fatten they should be fed cautiously 
as there is danger that more food 
may be given at once than their 
digestive organs can manage. 

The demand in England for but- 
ter during the last year was for 
$00,000,000 pounds. Of this Hol- 
land and Sweden supplied 290,000,- 
000 and the United States 10,000,- 
000. 

Senator Palmer, of Michigan,has 
a hobby in his Jersey cows and 
Percheron horses. His butter costs 
about $2 a pound, and yet some 
people are so ignorant as to. be 
prejudiced against “fancy” stock. 


France has seventeen different 
breeds of cattle. Great Britain has 
fourteen. They were all formed 
before breeders undertook to im- 
prove them. It is soil, climate and 
feed that form breeds. Nature 
makes breeds, breeders improve 
them by selection.

Wyoming stock raisers have 
paid more attention to hay raising 
the past season than ever before. 
Many ranchmen have sown alfalfa 


and timothy together, and claim 


that they do better so than when 
sown separately, as the timothy 
holds the alfalfa up from the 
ground, and the latter holds mois- 
ture, so necessary for the perfec- 
tion of the timothy. 

Judge Krekel, in the United 
States District Court at Kansas

steers from Bennington, Kansas, 
with orders to have them in the 
Kansas City steck yards the next 
day in time for the markets. The 
Union Pacific railroad guaranteed 
to do this, but failed to comply 
with the contract, and the cattle 
were sold next day, when the mar- 
ket was dull, at a loss of $766 
Hudson sued, and recovered the

dining to reduce wages. Strikes are 
reported in different cities to pre- 


vent a reduction in wages, while 


the markets of the whole country 
are affected by the rise in the price 
of products, The power to do one 
‘implies the power to the othek If 

a combination is so comprehensive 
that no competitor can produce the 
same article, it mast employ all the | 
labor that is engaged in that in- 
dustry. If the sugar trust can drive 
all other refiners from the field it 


will, of course, be the only em- 


ployer in the sugar industry. It 
will have the power to raise the 
price of its product and depress the 
rates of labor. The greed of the 
trusts may work their own ruin. 
When it becomes apparent to the 
people that a few men who have 
combined to control different indus- 
tries have set out to reduce wages 
while advancing the prices of pro- 
ducts, there will be an expression 
of popular indignation that may 


put an end to trusts. 
— 


THE little State of Rhode Island 
has just completed its census. The 
population is 304,284, a few thou- 
sand less than the estimated popu- 
lation of San Francisco. There are 
118,070 people in Providence, its 
largest city, and the average popu- 
lation to the square mile is 288. As 
in most of the old thickly popu- 
lated States, the females outnumber 
the males, there being 157,891 of the 
former to 146,393 of the latter. In 
this little State, where there must 
be a school house in sight from al- 
most any point, there are 26,313 
who cannot read or write. It is 
claimed, however—and probably 
with truth—that the illiterates are 
mostly included in the 85,561 for- 
eign-born residents of the State. 
Rut Rhode Island, if small in terri- 
tory, is rich in money. The sav- 
ings banks hold $40,876,390 of the 
people’s money. One-fifth of the 
people work in manufacturing es- 
tablishments, The fact that a State 
so largely given up to manufactur- 
ing industries should have so hand- 
some a bank account indicates fairly 


good wages.

The farmers of Biz Mead- 
ows are taking a lively interest in 
the matter, and if any attempt is 
made to divert the water into val- 
leys other than that along the river, 
pr ceedings will be commenced at 
once to prevent them from doing so. 
Wastage of water will also he looked 
after and preverte?, as without 
water the rich ricultural lands 
above the sink of the Humboldt 
would be valueless. In ordinary 
seasons there is water enough in 
the Humboldt river, if used sys- 
tematically, to irrigate the whole 
valley and make it one of the most 
productive in the United States. 
All concerned should meet or be 
represented in a convention to de- 
vise a metbod for utilizing the 
Humboldt river, and, unless they 


do so, litigation is certain to ensue.

Lam a dichaint vole: relative of Lord F., 
‘whose country house in Kent is, as 
yon all know, a very old one.
